Pacific would-be - dangerous at 
the best of times. To-day when 
the suggestion coincides with a 
distinct sense of political strain 
between the United States.and 
Japan, it is doubly ominous. Spy 
scares and expressions of suspic-: 
jon-regarding the United States 
have been numerous in ultra. 
nationalistic Japanese journals 
in recent months and the ten- 
dency to look upon America as 
a potential enemy hag latterly 
spread even into the more mod- 
erate newspapers. Rumours of 
secret orders‘to the U.S. Asias- 
tic Fleet in the beginning of the 
year, the interpretation placed 
upon Admiral Pratt’s decision to 
maintain the American fleet con- 
centration in the Pacific, the Na- 
tional City Bank photograph in- 
cident are all significant of feel- 
ing in Japan, yet: they must be 
regarded as trivialities when 
compared to the most: recent 
alarum, when high quarters ser- 
jously entertained a belicf:in the 
fantastic story that the United 
States-was negotiating for a 
‘naval base in Fukien-and were 
prepared to pay up-to $60,000,- 
000 for the privilege.- This at- 
mosphere of acute suspicion 
renders it impossible that Japan 
will look upon America’s naval 
armaments programme as an- 
other of President Roosevelt's 
efforts to ‘provide employment, 
and the thoughtless phrases of 
Secretary of the Navy. Swanson 
in recent speeches on America’s 
naval needs have certainly not 
contributed to an amelioration 
of distrust. It may be contend-

I understand that people who marry 
are the victims of a remorseless 
emotional compulsion which I do not 
pretend to understand, but which 
to a degree deprives them of thet: 
normal mental balance.” . 

The point of these remarks is 
that British Iaw treats women who 
marry foreigners as if they had 
committed a wilful and deliberately- 
planned offence against the State.

SCHOOLGIRLS DEATH. 


ENQUIRY CONTINUED INTO: 
BUS MISHAP 


At the resumed heating yester- 
day of the enquiry into the death 
of a schoolgirl, Hul Yuk-chan, who 
was ‘killed whew sho was crushed 
by a Chinn Motor Bus Company's 
vehiclo In Pokfulum Rond on July 
12, Sub-Inspector Saunders gavo 
evidence ns to'the condition of the 
brakes, which he ‘said wore , very 
good. He also anid that particular 
spot was notoriqus, and many bad 
accidents had occurred there. 


‘The enquiry is being conducted 
by Mr, Schofleld at the Central 
Magiastracy, assisted by a jury com- 
posed of Messrs. J. M. .D. Wolfo 
(foreman), A. J. ‘Osmund and J. 
Cc. L, Wong.: : 


Mr, F, H. Loseby is-holding a 
watching brief for the fathor of the 
deceased girl, and Mr. D. ‘Britain 
Evans for the China Motor “Bus 
Company. 


‘Lo Tin, the wife of, the fail 
seller, Into whose shop at No. 12, 
Pokfulum Road, the bus crashed, 
said that she first saw the bus run- 
ning towards her, and pulled her 
two childron out of the way. She 
saw some schoolgirls walking on the 
pavement, but did not know what 
happened to them, as she was in a 
panic. After the bus came toa 
stop, she saw two girls pinned 
against the showease, one behind 
the other. The bus was going very 
fast, and dashed across the road to-- 
wards them. 


An Indian constable, Fazal Dad, 
who arrived on the scene after the 
aceldent, said he saw the two girls 
in the bus. They were bleeding. 
He took the driver to the Central 
Police Station later; 

Sergeant Youe said that ‘there 
were no skid.marks, but there were 
marks caused by the back wheels 
of ‘the bus, The rond was wet-at 
the time. 

Sub-Inspector Saunders said that 
he examined the bus, a twenty- 
seater welghing about 2%4 tons 
empty. It had twin.’ rear 
pneumatic tyres. The tyres in the 
front were good, t 
of the twin tyres were also good, 
the other two. being smooth. The 
radiator was badly damaged, ‘as 
well as the right front head lamp. 
He tested the brakes and found 
them to be very ‘good, The foot- 
brake stopped the bus in 15 feet} 
when travelling at 12 miles an 
hour down Western. Street, which 
has a atcop gradient, and in con- 
junction ‘with the - hand ebrake in 
eight feet, The particular votn.r 
where the accident occurred was 
notorious, and they had had several 
bad accidents there. This was due 
.to the fact that tho rond was very 
‘greasy from the junction with 
-Queen's Roud up to the Sanitary 
offices,

WATER SERVICES. 


Insufficient Pressure On 
Top Floors. - . 
" COUNCIL QUESTIONS. 


Tho Government has no objec- 
tion to landlords installing water 
fittings which supply top floors 
first, in place of those which no3v 
lead from bottom to top floors. 

This briefly, was the reply of 
the Hon. Director of Public 
Works (Mr, A. G. W. Tickle) to a 
question ‘asked by the Hon. Mr. 
R. H. Kotewall in the Leyistutive 
Council yesterday. 

Mr. Kotewall asked.—In view of 
the complaints received that water 
docs not reach the third and 
higher floors of many houses on 
account of insufficient pressure 
whenever restrictions are {impog- 
ed, will the Government grant 
permission to such property- 
ownoers..as.may apply for it, to 
have the water-pipes {aid first to 
the topmost floors and thence 
downwards, instead of from the 
ground floors and upwards as at 
present? If not, what are the 
Fovernment’s reasons? 

The Hon.’ D.P.W. replledi— 
There is no departmental objec- 
tion to the proposal, and or- 
dinarily the. Water Authority 
would not refuse connexion to 
services of the design reforred to, 
subject to the materials and 
fittings belng of approved quality. 
The lay-out of the inside service 
is on matter which. chiefly con- 
cerns the landlord. 

The ‘alteration would, however, 
not provide a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the dificulty.. With the 
pipes installed as suggested, the 
supply,.of.water to the top floor 
might, beenuse of the height of 
the bullding,.be in some cases 
curtailed from lack of, pressure, 
with the result that very much 
less water would reach the whole 
house than with tho usual type of 
‘service, providing draw-of poInts” 
on the up-going pine.

WAR DEBTS 
REVISION... 


LITTLE HOPE OF 
SUCCESS | - 


NOTHING TO OFFER 
IN USA. - 
Washington, July 29. 

A considerable section of capi- 
tal opinion to-day was sceptical of 
any successful discussion of the 
war debt problem, now that the 
World Economic Conference has 
broken down. 

While the President is under- 
stood to be willing.to discuss a 
proposed revision with represen- 
tatives of debtor nations, circles 
outside the White House were 
frank in saying they would be use- 
leas. 

The reason advanced is that the 
United States: is no longer in a 
position to offer unything in re- 
turn for the debts. Before ‘the 
London conference it was believed 
that a reduction in United States 
tariffs would make it far easier 
for the debtors to pay, The dob- 
tors themaclves said that.payment 
could not be expected while the 
high tariff wall existed in the 
United States. : 
—-There.was-no tariff-reduction-at 
the London meeting and there is 
no prospect of any reduction now 
in view of the President’s indus- 
trial’ recovery programme which 
will require tariff-increases in the 
event of an emergency, 


NO POWERS. at 


Under the recovery law the Pre- 
sident could not guarantee a re- 
duction or even under his powers 
raise or lower tariffs after un 
investigation of relative produc- 
tion costs at home or abroad. The 
recovery law requires him to raise 
tariffs to protect industry if he 
finds that imported articles can 
undersell domestic brands. . 

The question has been reviewed 
by foreign diplomats here and-as 
yet they cannot see the way out 
of the maze. None of them blame 
the President ‘for they udmit that 
by lowering the value of the dol- 
dar they made debt payments 
easier in a way.
